Seventy-seven of the 88 counties In the state give a majority of 41,000 
aga nst prohibition, but an estimate of the official majority throughout the 


state tor the wets is from 20,000 to 30,000. 


These returns show that the drys have cut down last year's wet ma­ 
jorities almost by four times, prohibition having been defeated last fall 


by 84,000. 
Hamilton county, will show a wet majority of nearly 75,000, it is esti­ 
mated but in this county as well as in Cuyahoga partial returns indicate 


a cut in the wet majority of about 10,000. 
Drys made considerable gains in the smaller cities of the state and 
eld their own in the rural districts. Stark, Athens, Fairfield, Meigs and 
Wood ■ ounties showed marked increases for the drys.

granting of the merger franchise and 
but 679 against it 
Only a majority 
was n e ed e d to make the ordinance 
effective. 
This measure was brought before 
the electors for their 
decision 
be­ 
cause of referendum 
petitions 
suc­ 
cessfully circulated by opponents who 
had failed to block the legislation iu 
council when that body passed upon 
it some months ago. 
Approval of the franchise ordinance 
means that within 60 days the Phila­ 
delphia company is to take steps to 
incorporate under the laws of Ohio; 
to take over the interests of the two 
companies supplying current for local 
light and power, and to spend at least 
ISO,000 in practically 
doubling 
the 
size of the present plant of the Salem 
company, extending its service lines, 
eliminating those of its present rival, 
and otherwise augmenting the elec­ 
trical power supply of this city. 
The franchise is for a period of 25 


years. 
Under its protection the new 
company will, its representatives say, 
install gas and steam engines in the 
local plant of sufficient power to prae 
tieally double the available 
output 
and at the same time to afford pro­ 
tection in case of breakdowns by tin* 
use of two distinct power units. 
Re­ 
moval of all overhead wiring from the 
business section of the city is another 
of the stipulations made and replace­ 
ment of all motors which must be 
discarded when users of 25-cycle cur
